GIULIANI: The surprise I was talking 
about was something I was working on which was 
my idea when I was working with Jared Kushner 
and Bannon and I just to refresh my 
recollection when he had an email, of speeches 
that he was going to give and the question was, 


would we buy 20 minutes of air time so he could 





give a direct-to-camera speech to the American 
people, which Ronald Reagan I believe did in 80 


and having worked for Ronald Reagan and admired 
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him, I always like to copy whatever he did, and 


I wanted him to do, I wanted the President to 











do that, the then later President to do that. 





And, I was actually working on drafts, which I 
have here, going back and forth with the 
campaign and we were trying to do a 20-minute 
version of this speech, a five-minute version 
and a two-minute version. That was the 
surprise. Whenever I refer to surprise, I’m 
talking about media surprise and I think the

best indicator by the fact that I said “we 





have a surprise. If I was talking about

somebody else doing it, I’d never say “we” have 


a surprise. 


pea Because in the course of a 


political campaign, correct me if I’m wrong, 





purchasing something five minutes or twenty 
minutes is a much bigger event than purchasing 
a 30-second commercial. 

MR. GIULIANI: Yeah. Generally you 
purchase in 30-second sound bites, those quite 
little commercials. If you really want to 


convey a message, you’ll go two minutes. 





You'll get a two-minute - that’s the typical 





commercial; five minutes is considered big and 
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1 20 minutes is considered huge. And the 
2 question was number one, did we have the money 
3 for it, which everybody felt we did, but number 
4 two, would the public - is this 1980 and would 
5 the public sit still for 20 minutes or walk out 
6 — his supporters. I can’t remember the exact 
7 end result, because now I got really busy 
8 campaigning in the swing states, but all three 
9 options were open. The 20-minute option didn’t 
10 happen. I don’t believe the 10-minute one did, 
11 so we ended up with two and five-minute 
12 segments just for the swing states. But at the 
13 time I said that, I was almost certain that we 
14 had convinced everyone we had even set up a 
15 time to shoot the 20-minute speech. 
16 eee Do you recall what the 
17 focus was of that--- 
18 MR. GIULIANI: Yeah, I have it written, I 
19 still have a draft of it. I re-read the 
20 beginning of it. It was basically explaining 
21 to the American people why we need an outsider. 
22 The whole idea of draining the swamp, not put 
23 in quite that language was the theory of the 
24 speech, how things had gotten off course under 
25 President Obama, Hillary Clinton would just be 
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a continuation of that, how she handled the 
ethical issues, criminal issues, and that 
somebody had to come in and “drain the swamp,”

candidate for that, he being Donald Trump 
because he was independent of the lobbyist, 
independent of the - he didn’t have to raise 
money from the same old crowd.

WikiLeaks came out, I came to the conclusion, 








they must have much more, and this is just the 
tip of the iceberg, which turned out to be 
true, and they just (Indiscernible* 8:50) and 
put it out.

MR. GIULIANI: Yeah, the advertisements 





did, but since I wasn’t in that realm I don’t

was more the two and five-minute ones and we 
did that in at least Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Florida.

I 
wrote position papers and then I went out 
campaigning on my own because you know, I’ve 
run for office myself, ran for president, so I 
had my own sort of network. 

MR. MUKASEY: Just for the record, you 
took a leave of absence from our law firm. 

MR. MUKASEY: So that he wasn’t being 
compensated by the law firm while working for 
the campaign. That’s just for the “need to 
know.” 


MR. GIULIANI: Yeah I was either with the 





law firm, or anybody else during that, I don’t 
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think, except for my investments during that 
period of time. 
MR. MUKASEY: What’s the next one?

GIULIANI: They’r ither what I call 








semi-retired or fully retired. Semi-retired I 
would consider current active, but not

something else. I know FBI agents running 
companies.

He should have 





re-opened it. I actually thought he made every 





decision wrong. I thought he made the decision 
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wrong to not prosecute and having made that 


decision, I thought he made the decision to 





hold the press conference. I thought it was 





outrageous. Even though Hillary was the 
opponent, I never heard a law enforcement, FBI 
director laying out the criminal evidence 


against somebody who’s not being indicted. 





Then I thought he made the decision to reopen, 
that was ridiculous, that was right before the 
campaign. I thought it might even hurt us, 
meaning Trump. And then when he closed it, I 
do remember saying I don’t think it’s going to 
hurt at all because he’s like blown his 
credibility because he was - 

MR. MUKASEY: And this is -- 


MR. GIULIANI: -- in fact it may even help 





us because it will just remind people how crazy 
this all is.

best recollection because in the last 10 days 
of the campaign it is a frenzy mania.

There were a couple of articles 
about turmoil in Europe. And there was an 
article - the information on the New York 
office for example I know I got from the 


newspapers. That was not, it was never. I 
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always thought of the information coming from 


the Washington office because they were 











conducting the investigation, but then there 





was a thing about how - this again is 





completely newspaper, so don’t confuse it with 
anything said to me by on-duty, current, active 
agents of any kind. There was the speculation 
in the New York office and I remember exactly 
the word “with the revolution” and that pushed 
Comey to reopen. 


Okay. 





MR. GIULIANI: And they were the ones that 


discovered the Weiner stuff. I have no idea if 











that is true or not, but that was the 
information I got. 


So you’re saying it was 


open source. 
MR. GIULIANI: Open source 


MR. MUKASEY: Public need to know. 





Public information. 


MR. GIULIANI: Yeah, I’m pretty sure 





that’s right. Not all of it, but most of it. 


Okay. 


MR. GIULIANI: And the other thing that’s 





amazing is that if there was this Weiner thing 
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going on, which was really surprising, it never 


leaked before. In other words, it was the 





first time it came out. 


MR. MUKASEY: Can I just point out one 





thing that is maybe a little bit out of bounds, 





but in the heat of a political campaign and I 
think everything the Mayor is saying is 


accurate and obviously (Indiscernible* 24:12). 








In the heat of a political campaign, on 


television, I’m not saying Rudy necessarily, 





but everybody embellishes everything. 
MR. GIULIANI: Oh you could throw a fake. 


MR. MUKASEY: You’re under no obligation 





to tell the truth. 
MR. GIULIANI: You could throw a fake.

MR. MUKASEY: Right. 


MR. GIULIANI: But also (Indiscernible*

Committee. He did not consider prosecuting 


Hillary. Is that the time period? 





MR. GIULIANI: I’m talking about before - 





yeah, actually his press conference. 


MR. GIULIANI: When he held his press 


conference, laid out what I thought was an 





overpowering case of at least obstruction of 


justice and said what I considered silly things 





about intent. There was no intent, but what 
the heck is destruction of evidence? What is 
false statements? 


MR. GIULIANI: Those are all, the 





strongest evidence of intent. People don’t 
announce their intention. So, those are things 
I was hearing. They were consistent with my 


own reservations and sort of anger about it, 
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but I don’t ever remember hearing any evidence 





except I mean Jim had all the evidence. 
That’s the first time I heard of it.

I 





assumed that he had already written it two 
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weeks before. It turns out that was true. I 





know Jim, Jim’s a careful guy. He had come to 


this conclusion before the interview. I knew 








that was probably true, but I didn’t know that 





as a fact. I knew that just as an obvious 











deduction from the fact that he interviewed the 





woman on Saturday, a complex interview and you 
come out on Tuesday with a conclusion. It 
doesn’t make any sense. Something’s wrong.

the newspapers and this guy McCabe was

If the FBI wants 
to come to me and say, even to represent, I’ma 
lawyer, he could talk to me easily. I mean he 
could talk under attorney-client privilege. 


“T’m concerned about the investigation, I’m 





concerned I’11 be compromised.” You could do 


that, but that’s a problem for you not for me 





and I wouldn’t want you to create that problem 





without knowing. In fact, this doesn’t refer 


to the FBI but to other similar situations. We 





have sort of standard thing where we would tell 
somebody before you talk to us, retain us, and 
talk to us in the capacity of a lawyer, I 


wouldn’t be able to repeat that unless the 





person was willing to let me do it.
